About Hearing. 


"Phere is a duty-of hearing. And if there 


of hearing, there is & sin of non- 


_ hearing; there is a guilt of neglect. To 


listen to a lecture on science, to hear a de- 
bate on civil matters, to give ear to a law- 


-yer’s plea, to be present at a political ha- 


rangue—may, or may not, be one’s duty ; 
but,'to use all possible means, and be at all 
possible places, and adopt all possible expe- 
dients, to acquire some knowledge of bis 
soul, and inform himself with moral and re- 
ligious truths, is every man’s solemn duty 
at every period of his life. He cannot in- 
nocently neglect, or misimprove one oppor- 


‘ tunity of hearing that which may benefit 


his spirituality. Men act sometimes, as if 
their moral and religious education were 
finished; and they were at liberty to go 
frée now after anything they can find. 
They look on themselves in some such way 
as boys and girls-do when turned out from 
boarding schools, with their education “com- 
pleted 7” who, as all older persons know, 
have a good deal yet to learn. 

There can be no possible danger of 
knowing too much moral and religious truth; 
or of thinking too much of what we know. 
It is here preéminently that a “little learn- 
ing is a dangerous thing,” though, better 
than none, None of us has ever met the 
person that was injured by the extent of 
his Christian knowledge, or burdened by 
the weight of his spiritual attainments. It 
is not im the nature of the case, to hear too 
much, or think too deeply, where our hear- 
ing and thinking are altogether right. 

The duty of hearing is one owed, prima- 
rily, to the Most High. 

It is His word we are commanded to 
hear. We are to listen because it is Ais 
word. We are to take it for granted that 
it is worth hearing, that it is of the first im- 
portance, and that it is wrong to slight it. 
from the simple fact that it is God's word, 
We are not at liberty to make the subject 
matter of ita reason for our listening, or 
our declining to listen. We are not to re- 
gard the channel through which it flows, 


. the messenger by whom it is sent, as matters 


of very great moment. Any channels are 
fit, any persons are worthy, that Heaven 
may select; and we may be assuréd there 
were good reasons for the particular selec- 
tions. 

Satisfied that we may hear something of 


‘the word and will of God, at a certain 


place, in accordance with a divine arrange- 
ment, there we ought to be. Nothing 
should hinder. No engagement should 
come in the way of it. Nothing can be 
duty that clashes with this. God speaks, 
and we must hear ; or else refuse obedience 
to His requirements. Never can we justify 
any neglect to ‘hear the word of God, till 
we can show some positive command or 


providence of His that absolutely compels 


us to remain away. 

To hear the word of God is a duty we 
owe the community also. The community 
that does not listen to the Word of God will 
not listen to any other good word. Where 
the house of prayer is neglected, the other 


duties of religion are feebly performed. If 
we do injustice to the claims of God, sy 


shall disregard those of men. If we rob 
God, we shall also rob his creatures. If we :

And 
we ought generally so to reprove our fellow 
creatures. We are instructed in gentleness 
as one of “the fruits of the Spirit.” And 
we have need to be gentle not only in the 
direction of forbearance, in the direction of 
forgiveness, in the direction of self-sacrifice, 
but also in our very self-assertion. In the 
very fire of our indignation, in the might of 
our will, in the majesty of our being, we are |. 
to exercise the quality of mercy, and the 
manner of gentleness: for our dear Lord’s 
sake. 

Remarks. 1—Some people are ashamed 
to be seen angry and boisterous, and so put 
@ restraint on themselves. This may be 
better than otherwise ; and still, there may 
be no gentleness in the case, as regarded in 
the light of the Scriptures. 

2. “The Christian is the highest style of 
man” because he, and he only, is the truest 
gentleman. His gentleness is a grace. It 
is from God,and is not merely the result of 
an earthly training. The Spirit of God 
breathes the gentleness into him, and it 
penetrates his nature, and modulates every 
thouglit, feeling, word, and act. 

3. The “state of nature ”'is not one of 
gentleness. The savage is not wont to be 
gentle ; and, therefore, all need to be brought 
into a “state of grace,” or they will remain, 
in some sort, savages. :

2:24. “ And the servant of the 
Lord must not strive; but be gentle unto all.” 
Introduction.—In these days of war, and 
on these shores where “roughs” abound, 
and near to regions where there is so much 
shooting, cutting, hanging, and reckless 
severity, it may seem impertinent to dis- 
course converning the virtue of quietness 
and the grace of gentleness. And yet, is 
not mildness just what we lack, and gentle- 
ness that which most we need? If rough- 
ness is always met with a counter asperity, : 
and ferocity is fronted by an equal ferocity, 
how shall a community ever become peace- 
able, law-abiding, civilized, refined, and 
sweetened? Somewhere gentleness must 
begin, or else gentlemen will cease to be 
found. 
Argument. 1.—We are to be gentle, be- 
cause it increases our comfort. We have 


_ to distinguish between softness and gentle- 


ness. ‘ Softness is not to be desired. It does 
not help one’s bearing, usefulness, or com- 
fort. It leaves one too much an instrument. 
It renders him like warm wax. He is too 
easily molded. He does not govern his 
own issues enough to have high satisfaction 
in them. But one whose gentleness is not 
in the grain of his temper, and is rather of 
the rounding, polishing, and shading of his 
manner, habit, and disposition, may have.

science-soothing theories and expositions of 
what is termed broad Church or liberal 
Christianity are rapidly taking root through- 
out the city and the State. To such an 
extent are these errors either entertained 
or “ tolerated,” and so artfully is Satan be- 
guiling unwary souls, going about in the 
guise of an angel of light, that we, the 
ministers and office bearers in the church, 
feel ourselves imperiously called upon by 
our loyalty to Christ our King, by our obliga- 
tions to the church which we love, by our 
fears respecting the safety of our flocks, by 
our love for souls and our desire to save 
men from error and from death—by all 
these motives, we feel called upon to be 
more faithful than ever in the clear and 
constant exposition of the truth of the Gos- 
pel, boldly uncovering and denouncing error 
wherever it lurks, and not fearing or hesi- 
tating. to call things by their “ proper 
names:” we feel that the times demand of 
us to show where we stand, to unfurl be- 
fore the people the banner under which we 
serve, and to have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but rather re- 
prove them. 
In this connection we are happy to be

A “considerabie fight” occurred 
on March 28th, at Cave City, La., 35 miles 
above Alexandria, between Gen. Smith’s 
forces, comprising about 8000 of Dadley’s 
brigade of Lee’s Cavalry Corps, and Dick 
Taylor’s army, estimated at 12,000 strong, 
posted in an advantageous position. The 
fight lasted about three hours. Several 
bundred prisoners were captured and the 
enemy vigorously pursued. 

It is: pitiful to see the precious time and 
temper wasted at Washington in useles 
crimination and _ recrimination. Think of 
the folly of discussing at the present time 
the merits of the battle of Gettysburg, or 
of the recent blandering Florida expedij 
tion. What is to be gained? What if Gen. 
Meade did intend to have retreated; or 
what if General Sickles and his brave com- 
mand did bear the brunt of the batile—if 
the “left” should have been reinforced at an 
earlier hour; or if the enemy should have 
been more vigorously pursued. There will 
be plenty of time to talk over these things 
by-and-by after the war is over—plenty “io 
shoulder their crutches and show how fields 
were won ;” now, if we have made blunders, 
is the time to ‘repair them: criticism will 
be more just and less injurious when the 
petty jealousies of the day are forgotten in 
the flush of victory. 

Considerable sensation has been created 
by the recent resolution of Congress inim- 
ical to the new Franco-Mexican Monarchy. 
Mr. Seward’s objections. to any such action 
were well known, and it was. generally be- 
lieved that Congress would defer to bis 
wishes in the matter. The resolution read 

Resolved, That the Congress nited

A NEW GRAPE ENEMY. 


In 1860 Wwe discovered among our grapes 
a destructive enemy which we had not 
heard of before—a dark green bug—which 
about the middle of May Jaid its eggs upon 
the leaf, and these eggs, by the latter part 
of the month, produced a slug, which preyed 
fearfully not only upon the leaf but upon 
the fruit blossoms. The leaves they would 
eat half up, and whenever. they attacked 
the blossoms, there would not be much of 
them left. ‘We have seen them almost 
buried in the blossoms, utterly ‘destroying | 
them. Thus far this season, however, they 
have been very few in number, and done 
no material damage, and we believe the 
crop is pretty secure against them. We 


oil soap water, which destroyed thage which 
it touched, and we belieye kept others 
away. It also destroyed the hes when 
they could be got at.. We used a sponge to 


it wasting less of the solution, and requiring 
only one hand, while the other could be 
employed to turn up the-vines, etc. 

The crop of grapes in this region never 
promised a more abundant yield than it 
does now. We think there is twice the 
amount of embryo bunches upon our vines 
than we ever saw before.
